Tuesday, probably died as the 
result of an accident. 


The doctor said Norman Me 


Cormack, 43, 1070 E. 47th St., Chi 
cago, drowned. Ogle, Coroner M 
M. Roe, Forreston, had ordered an 
autopsy because of two marks on 
the dead man's face. 


Dr. Mathews said a mark on the 


man's cheek was an old bruise 
and another on his nose was a cui 
probably received when the body 
struck a rock in the river. 


Tangled in Outline 


McCormack's body was found by 


fishermen Tuesday about 2:45 p.m 
It had became entangled in an out 
line. 


Oregon firemen W. M. Burrigh^ 


Wendell Long and Ralph Styles re- 
covered the body from the river, 
after the t fishermen reported their 
discovery to the Ogle sheriff's of- 
fice. 


Coroner Roe said he -plans to 


hold an inquest into the death this 
afternoon or evening in Farrell 
Funeral Horn* here. 


Three Chicagojnen, who had re- 


ported McCormack missing Sun- 
day, were expected to arrive in 
Oregon later today. Officials hoped 
they might shed more light oh de- 
tails concerning McCormack's 
death. McCormack's widow, Julia, 
was to accompany the men to Ore- 
gon. 


East Edge of Oregon 


The three—William Rardin, John 


Schoell and George Walker—were 
identified as fishing companions of 
the dead man. Sheriff James Whit* 
said the three had appeared in his 
office Sunday seeking information 
about McCormack. They said he 
had disappeared while they were 
fishing Saturday. 


White said the trio advanced the 


theory that McCormack may have 
become tired of fishing and caught 
a ride back to Chicago. 


.The dead man was described as 


being about six feet tall, weighing 
about 200 pounds and wearing a 
sweat shirt; khaki trousers and 
soft-sole shoes. He' was identifed 
through papers in a wallet. 


The body was found between the 


Oregon dam and the Rt. 64 bridge 
at the east edge of Oregon.

WASHINGTON (f)-Th« Supreme 


Court announced today that it will 
hear further arguments Dec. 6 on 
how to carry out its decision 
against racial segregation in public 
schools. 


There will b« an allowance of 10 


hours for arguments from South 
Carolina, Virginia, Kansas, Dela- 
ware and the District of Columbia 
-njirectly involved in the cases 
_whlch brought the court's a«tii*«. 
regation decision May 17—and tts« 
replies to those arguments. 


In addition, the Justice Depart 


meat also may present one hour 
of argument, and seven states 
which were not directly involved 
in the May decision have notified 
the court they wish to appear as 
"friends of the court." 


These states, which will file 


briefs and possibly take part in 
the oral arguments, are North 
Carolina, Arkansas, Texas, Flori- 
da, Maryland, Tennessee and Okla 
horn a. 


Harold Willey, clerk of the high, 


tribunal, announced the court's ac- 
tion and said the justices had 
agreed that briefs of all interested 
states and the District of Columbia 
may be filed by Nov. 15. 


Willey said that the week of Dec. 
was the earliest available date 


for the arguments. The argument 
schedules for October and Novem- 
ber had previously been filled.

Now that even the New York Yankees acknowledge 


that their reign over the American League has ended after 
five lone years, it is fair to have * look at their successors, 
the Cleveland Indians, and to see how they brought about 
the dynasty's fall.

There won't be much disagreement that the Cleveland 


pitching staff was the greatest single key to the teams 
headlong rush to the pennant The names "Lemon, Gar- 
cia and Wynn" must be etched deeply on the brain of 
Yankee Manager Casey Stengel. They put the chill of 
death on al! aspiring batters.

They were Cleveland's strong boys, as had been m other 


seasons, but this time they had magnificent help. Aging 
Bob Feller had a sparkling year, and Art Houtteman gave 
a real lift to the Big Three with 15 victories. Two stout- 
armed youngsters. Mossi and Narleski, provided sterling 
relief, as did Hal Newhouser, Detroit cast-off. 
Together these fellows kept oposition batters away 


from sc'oring territory so persistently that some of them 
forgot the way there. Cleveland's opponents averaged less 
than three runs a game. 
The Indian catcher, Jim Hegan, said it didn't matter 


whether he called the right pitch or the wrong one. His 
pitchers threw the ball past the hitters anyway. 


With that sturdy rock to tie to, the Indians developed 


a superior winning spirit. With good pitching, they knew 
they'd seldom be too far behind.

We parents often have a hard 


time understanding our children 
and I suspect that children do a 
better job in understanding us.

Ridgway, I telephoned his office 
and was informed that he was nol 
joing to present himself at the 
AFL convention but would be seen ' 
in a special film on television. 


This is a degradation of the 


armed forces by political order ol 
the White House. That need not bt 
quesitoned because the department 
of defense would not initiate such 
a disgrace and nobody knows bet- 
ter than the chief of staff should 
that the AFL was the master-bund 
of a stupendous shakedown of th« 
treasury and people of the United 
States and of many millions o) 
war-industry workers during World 
War H. 


For that matter, the same extor- 


tions are still being practiced in 
all the public construction "proj- 
ects," civil as well as military, 
and all the operations involved ii 
the production of weapons, ve- 
hicles, aircraft and 'ships. Unionj 
take their toll of every dollar so 
spent. 


President Eisenhower certainly 


knows these facts, and we- eaw 
proof of his awareness in his ap- 
peasement of impudent unioneen 
in construction jobs in the atom 
program all the way from St. 
Louis, through Kentucky and down 
into Tennessee. 


Because Riesel said Frank Sina- 


tra and Danny Kaye would takd 
part in the same gala in Los An- 
geles, as members of a number ol 
unions, I asked General Ridgway 
whether he would take the trouble 
to learn what they did in" World 
War n. Neither one did anything-. 


Sinatra drew 1A classification 


and said he was proud of his 
chance to serve nis country, but 
was deferred because of a punc- 
tured ear drum. 


General Ridgway could havt 


learned by phone from selectiv« 
service that Kaye was excused on, 
grounds which did him no credit. 
However, Kaye did have th» 
strength and gall to fly into Wash- 
ington to take part in a demonstra- 
tion promoted "oy the Hollywood 
Reds to discredit the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 


A dozen Reds sent to prison was 


a result of tfte expose but James 
K. McGuinness, a patriotic combat 
veteran of the first war, was 
whispered out of Hollywood after 
a distinguished career and died 
broken-hearted of a heart attack. 
He was only one of many pro- 
Americans who were whispered 
out. Many of the pro-Reds never 
suffered the least inconvenience. 


This demonstration and the cor- 


dial publicity volunteered not only 
by Riesel but by others constitute 
an interesting reaction to an un- 
usual batch of recent news of 
crimes in the union rackets, both 
AFL and CIO. 


There have been many indict- 


ments in St. Louis. East St. Louis 
and Springfield, 111., involving ex- 
tortion on construction jobs, as- 
sault and other routine union 
atrocities. In New York there are 
disclosures of enormous thefts of 
so-called welfare funds by typical 
unioneers who will be exonerated 
because the two dirty political par- 
ties refused to enact laws forbid- 
ding this normal practice lest 
"labor" vote against their candi- 
dates. 


Eisenhower started off knowing- 


ly wrong by appointing Martin 
Durkin, president of the plumbers* 
union, and a Democrat, his first 
secretary of labor. Many of Dur- 
kin's unions reek and when he 
stepped out. he did so with an in- 
sult to the president which Ike had 
earned by his stupid recklessness 
in appointing Durkin. To ripen the 
stench of this nasty episode Ika 
sent Vice President Nixon to ap- 
pease the racketeers at their next 
national convention and they jeer* 
ed him, which served them both 
right. 


That should have been enough 


but it wasn't. However, it is one 
thing- to deputize a politician to 
grovel for the favor of this nation- 
al disgrace. But it is a ternble of- 
fense to compel an officer of grand 
rank to debase himself and the 
armed forces in a shameless ap- 
peal by the party in power for 
tainted political contributions.

And to avoid "confusion and dis-

This secret is being tackled at

Perfect Tool 


A curious jet-propelled fish, the 


squid, is 
-A perfect tool for the 


nerve studies directed by Dr. Ken- 


neth S. Cole of the Naval Re- 
search Institute. Bethesda, Md, 


From the squid he takes the 


large main nerve, the axon. In 
life, the axon is part of the nerve 
control system of the squid's jet 
action. 


The squid, a fish 10 to 16 inches 


long, commonly used as bait and 
seafood, sucks in water and squirts 
it out through a special tube be- 
h;rd its head, IT ran point the 
tube backward for sudden forward 
jet speed, or flip the tube to go 
scooting backward. It can use the 
tube as a jet brake while it's in 
forward or reverse motion.

and potassium. 


When a nerve is resting, there 


are more potassium ions inside 
the nerve than outside. There are 
a lot more sodium ions outside 
than inside. Sea water and all 
body fluids are rich in sodium 
which is part of ordinary salt. 


Fast Action 


In the resting nerve, the electric 


potential inside the nerve is small- 
er than that outside the nerve. 


But when the nerve is stimulated 


—by a message from the brain, by 
pain, or an electric stimulus ap- 
plied to the squid axon—there is 
a lightning-fast interchange of ions 
from outside to inside. 


Sodium ions come pouring in 


through the nerve' membrane, and 
supply the energy for transmitting 


the message. Potassium ions start 
flowing outside. 


The electrical potential changes 


in a wave-like motion along the 
length of nerve, and the wave 
movement carries the message. 


Balance Restored 


When the current has passed, the 


original balance between sodium 
and potassium ions is restored, and 
the nerve is ready within a few 
thousandths of a second to send 
another message. 


Dr. Cole and tssociates are en- 


gaged in difficult experiments and 
measurements to learn precisely 
what controls this flow of ions. 
What kind of "valve" is at work? 
Is it some potent chemical, an 
enzyme perhaps? 


The objective is to learn how a
